It will therefore serve principally as a supplement to 
the Index Medicus for locating papers in less known Medical journals and 
in periodicals related to allied fields of medicine and surgery such as 
dentistry, public health, nursing, popular medical information,veterinary 


medicine, etc. 


For this reason it is possible that many of those who entered their 
subscriptions too late to receive a complete set of the back numbers may 
be interested in having the index as a sort of supplementary tool for 
searching the medical literature. Although the financial resources of 
the Current List are still not on as secure a basis as might be desired, SAVIN

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In the condensed form of the index to Volume 1, which is now near 
ly completed, the page references to titles pertaining to a given sub- 
ject have been collected and listed together, thus making it unnecessa- 
ry to repeat the title of each paper. By this means a large number of 
closely related references are brought together in a very small space 
under appropriate subject headings. The inconvenience, however, is 
that, to find the complete title, it is necessary to turn to the indi- 
cated page in the main body of the volume. Yet, this inconvenience is 
largely offset by the savings in cost of printing and by the advantage 
of having the pertinent references to a given subject brought closely 
together. 


This arrangement of the index makes it more desirable that each 
volume of the Current List be complete in itself, but since 52 numbers 
and an index form a rather heavy and bulky volume, it has been decided 
to divide the issues for one year into two volumes. Volume 2 of the 
Current List will, therefore, be for the period from January | to June 
30, 1942, and each succeeding volume for a period of six months. It 
is expected that the future indexes will be to all titles published 
in the Current List, and not only just to titles not covered by the 
Quarterly Cumulative Index Medicus. Although this will require consider- 
ably more work, it is hoped that each index can be issued within a few 
months after the completion of its corresponding volume. 
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
